Vulcan Oil Stocks Raise 
When Well “Blows-In” 


Vulcan Shareholders Company Have 
Thirteen Per Cent. Earning in Turner 
Valley Royalties Large Crude 
Producer 

Vulcan Oil Company stock soared to 
the highest levels in years when the 
Turner Valley Royalties-well came in¬ 
to spectacular crude production late 
Tuesday ^fternoon last week. The lo¬ 
cal shareholders company have a thir¬ 
teen per cent, interest in the produc¬ 
tion of the well. It is the deepest pro¬ 
ducing well in the British Empire, 
having reached a depth of 6,824 feet. 
Directors of the Vulcan company-wcre 
in attendance for the “coming in’^of 
the well. Excitement ran high among 
shareholders when the .stocks took the 
first upgrade turn for several years. 
From 11 cents, the shares have gained 
14 cents to reach a high level of 55 
cents on the Calgary exchange. On 
Saturday the Vulcan stock closed at 
61 cents on the Vancouver quotations.

Turner Valley Royalties producer ha® 
fielded no less than 900 barrels of 
crude oil every 24 hours. The well is 
situated on the southern extension of 
the great Turner Valley oil field.

The farmers—and therefore all people in the West—are 
entering upon their anxious season. For the next two 
months the annual battle of the prairies will be at its most 
i-ritical stage. One never knows whether nature will be an 
ally or an enemy. There is rarely open warfare, with the 
scene of attack definitely mapped out and anticipated. It is 
fct matter of sniping here and there. It may be a crack of 
frost in one district, a dangerous spell of drought in anoth¬ 
er, a visitation of cutworm or hoppers or rust in certain 
areas, or a blast of hail mowing down fields here and there. 

Unlike other industries, ft is not possible to provide pro¬ 
tection against all of these possible weapons of destruction 
They strike from ambush and too often unexpectedly, or 
they may not strike at all. 

The great prairies stretch from the Great Lakes to the 
tockies, altogether vulnerable and defenceless. Is nature to 
be a friend or foe this year? If truce is declared we will 
eap a great harvest. If it is war, there will be casualties, 
many good farmers going down before some unforeseen 
and cruel blast. 

There is no other time of the year wmch demonstrates 
the power of nature, and the frailty of man’s effort, more 
strikingly than the summer months. They exact their toll 
fro human beings in anxiety, apprehension, and sometimes 
in losses. 

Nature will play her game this season as in other seas¬ 
ons, in her own undisciplined way. But we have learned to 
‘ake it. And it must be remembered that almost always 
she brings us by way of great tribulation, to a bountiful 
harvest. 


Thursday, June 25, 1936 
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KING EDWARD 
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This being the week of King Edward's birthday, the fol¬ 
lowing extract from the Educational Review (taken from 
Stettler Independent) is appropriate. 

“A former Grapd Duke of Russia who has known the 
King since he was six months old, said recently that if he 
had to prepare a balance sheet of the personality of the 
King he would arrange it as follows: 

ASSETS (1) Sane outlook on life; (2) absence of con¬ 
ceit; (3) inborn ability to deal with various classes without 
falling into the maudlin tone of a politician catering to the 
masses; (4) great business acumen; (5) physical stamina 
and endurance; (6) understanding of foreign mentalities 
and a great capacity for learning languages; (7) his most 
valuable asset of all—moral courage. 

• LIABILITIES—Just two—his epoch and the friends of 
his youth. Not that his playmates were bad or dangerous 
but outside of titles and money, they possessed nothing. 
They were sufficiently harmless—but a complete wa?te of 
time for the Prince of Wales. 

In the last few years, however, a new attitude has been 
assumed by him. “It is all right to have a jolly good time,” 
he said, “but a chap must grow up some day.” 

What he has seen of Canada, of Australia, of India and 
of South Africa has made him a firm believer in the em¬ 
pire’s exalted destiny. King George lived to see the basis 
of his kingship broadened, but his son will be the first 
monarch to be crowned King of a group of virtually inde¬ 
pendent nations. He will assume his responsibilities with 
the knowledge that not the least of them is his personifica¬ 
tion of the only constitutional link that now binds the 
British Empire together. 

In all that opportunity, experience and charm can give 
here is a man wonderfully suited to the part to which life 
and the needs of the nation have called him.

Every once in awhile, we get a jolt in respect to our

ure of speech used by orators and politicians, and that our 
resources are by no means unlimited.
